Mr. James W. Gerard is a good Ameri- 
can. When he was President Wilson's 
Ambassador to Berlin during the war his 
handling of a very difficult situation was 
masterly. He was the intermediary be- 
tween the German Government and the 
British war prisoners and enjoyed the 
full confidence of both at a very trying 
time. He is also a good economist. Mr. 
Gerard never minces words, and his strong 
comments on America’s policy in regard 
to war debts are worthy of the closest 
attention. Speaking in London on Friday 
last, the former Ambassador declared that 
nothing could be more foolish than the 
economic policy of President Harding's 
Administration. Britain owes the United 
States something like £1,000,000,000; on 
which interest is accumulating steadily. 
The American Government.is pressing for 
repayment, and all sorts of diplomatic 
contretemps are arising from time to time 
owing to Britain’s inability to discharge 
her debt with the speed which is réquired 
of her. She can pay America only in two 
ways—by sending her goods and , by 
rendering her services.

No 
nation in the world could meet them out 
of its current income, and Germany s only 
chance of discharging her liability lies in 
her power to develop her export trade to 
an unprecedented extent. If she were 
allowed to make a Herculean effort, she 
might succeed in working off a large pro- 
portion of her war debts; but the Allies 
are doing to her precisely what America is 


The Earl of Norbury, “who succeeded his 
father as fourth Earl in 1873, celebrated his 
sixtieth birthday yesterday. The first Earl, 
John Toler, was a clever lawyer, and M.P. for 
Tralee, who was Attorney-General for Ireland 
towards the end of the eighteenth century, and 
was made Chief Justice of the Court of Common 
Pleas. The heir presumptive to the Earldom is 
Mr. Otway 8S. Graham-Toler, who resides at 
Durrow Abbey, King’s County, and is a great- 
grandson of the second Earl, and cousin of the 
present Peer, whose second sister is the Countess 
of Caledon.
